The tome in question is Dr 
Roger Leir’s The Aliens and the 
Scalpel: scientific 
extraterrestrial implants in 
humans. With a forward by 
Gommunion author and chronic 
repeat abductee Whitley. Strieber, 
the book tells how Leir progressed 
from being a skeptic to being con- 
vinced that “humans all over the

world are being tampered with by 
another intelligence.” 

Evidence began to mount when 
Leir met a patient who suffered 
spells of time he couldn't account 
for; and had a history of seeing 
disc-shaped flying objects. After 
these time-loss events, the patient 
would have geometric burn marks 
or puncture wounds. 

The final piece of the puzzle is a 
1995 story of Dr. Leir and a col- 
league who removed “implants” 
from two patients. The article 
recounts the back-to-back surg- 
eries in which two triangular 
implants are removed from one 
former abductee’s big toe; and 
another patient has a seed-shaped 
implant removed from his left 


hand. The implants were sent off 


for analysis, in 1995. Results aren't 
posted. You've got to buy the 
book.

Our homeless could use a little workfare to help them snap out of it 


Editor, SEE: 

On May 21, 1999, the Edmonton 
Homeless Task Force released a 
call to action on the homeless. It 
may be argued that some of 
Edmonton's homeless are not 
without shelter, as much as they 
are seeking a break from their 
family homes elsewhere. On what 
basis is society required to provide 
such people with free homes dur- 
ing their Edmonton visits? If such 
shelter is to be provided, could it 
not take the form of existing emer- 
gency shelters, rather than a sec- 
ond home in Edmonton? Some 
may argue that existing Edmonton 
emergency shelters should be used 
for distress circumstances only. 

According to the Task Force, 
while some emergency shelter 
agencies were operating at or in 
excess of capacity, there were 
empty beds throughout the sys- 
tem. This indicates a greater need 
to communicate shelter availabili- 
ty, as well as to be more flexible 
with shelter conditions offered. 


SPACE FoR 


Those who are homeless by cir- 
cumstance, rather than by choice, 
must be provided with shelter. 
This would be of an emergency 
nature, with a view to getting the 
homeless back on their feet. This 
shelter must also be basic, to max- 
imize capacity. There would 
appear to be an impending short- 
fall that should be planned for. 
One way to address this would be 
to investigate whether 
Edmonton's existing 14 shelters 
could be combined. 

Long-term shelter users who are 
unable or unwilling to address self- 
sufficiency might be offered the 
option of rural, self-help farming 
environments, by way of free "off 
peak" transportation. The idea is 
to acknowledge that some persons 
are stuck in an inner-city cycle of 
despair that does no one any good, 
and from which they cannot easily 
move out of physically, as well as 
emotionally.

in the inner-city says he can't 

understand why it has taken 
the city so long to order him to 
jemolish the condemned home. 

Lawrence Lirondelle, who owns 
, home at 81 Street and 112 
venue, has been ordered to bull- 
doze the home. The city’s commu- 
nity services committee recently 
upheld an appeal of its order, even 
though Lirondelle said that by the 
time the Sept. 29 deadline arrived, 
ihe property would be sold. 

But that deal fell through, and 
now he's stuck trying to find an 
inexpensive way to tear the house 
down and haul away the debris 
before the city does it and bills 
him for the job. 

He's unable to explain why it 
took the city this long to force him 
into doing something with the 
house which was condemned after 
1a fire swept through it five years 
ago. 

“| have no idea what kind of pol- 
itics are going on behind the 
scenes, but the thing is an eyesore 
and | am amazed they (city hall) 
haven't pushed this issue sooner,” 
Lirondelle said. 

He added that while the building 
hasn't been used by drug dealers,

Morinville, north of Edmonton. 

Coun. Rose Rosenberger, who 
chairs the committee that ordered 
the home demolished, is astound- 
ed by Lirondelle’s attitude. 

“I'd put the question back on 
him,” she said. “What has he been 
doing with that building for five 
years? Why hasn’t he done any-

thing abut it?” 

Lirondelle explains it just made 
economic sense not to tear the 
place down if he didn’t have to. He 
was selling the property and any- 
one who bought it would have had 
to rebuild, so they'd be coming in 
with heavy equipment anyway, and 
could demolish the house, he said. 

“I was hoping someone would 
buy it. I've had it up for sale for 
five years now. I’m surprised the 
city didn’t get on me sooner.” 

Although recent changes to the 
Municipal Government Act have 
clarified actions municipal govern- 
ments can take in dealing with 
derelict buildings, civic politicians 
have been empowered for years to 
order demolitions. 

Rosenberger couldn’t say why 
the city waited five years to order 
Lirondelle’s home be leveled. 

“I don’t know if it’s new (regula- 
tions). It’s just that we are now 
going that route.” 

Politics aside, Lirondelle is now 
scrambling to find “the cheapest 
way” to tear it down. He plans to 
keep the land for a while. With a 
grocery store being built in the 
neighborhood and other amenities 
nearby, he figures the land’s value 
could increase. 

“Obviously, I’m going to hang on 
to it for a while longer.”

ndy Stochansky, former drum- 
mer for Ani Defranco, is on the 
phone from Toronto, and we're 
talking about albums that make a 
big difference in your life.

actually detail to work the imagi-

“I try to write in a way that 
would be considered poetry,” he 
Says. 

The lyries and the way he sings 
them are gentle and reflective, 
almost a shorthand of short sto- 
ries.

sk any roots musician worth 
Ars salt about backing up estab- 
lished artists and you'll quickly 
jearn that these type of engage- 
ments have been a component of 
the scene for decades. 

There was a time when this 
observer thought it was only in the 
outposts of the world where audi- 
ences witnessed local bands work- 
ing with blues, country, bluegrass 
and jazz recording artists. Wrong. 

Promoters figured out long ago, 
in both major and more isolated 
entres, that there could be finan- 
cial and logistical benefits in team- 
ing a solo performer with a the 
cream of the local crop. In this 
city, local blues players such as 
Lionel Rault and Rusty Reed have 
worked behind numerous estab- 
lished touring acts. Between them 
the list is likely a couple of dozen 
names long and it includes the 
likes of Bo Diddley, Otis Rush, 
Dutch Mason, and Spencer Davis. 

Winnipeg guitarist and band- 
jeader Brent Parkin is familiar with 
ithe role of backing up such artists. 
\ couple of decades have passed 
since Parkin first got the call to 
share the stage with one of his 
heroes and he remembers the situ- 
ation well. 

“L was in the band Houndog and 
Gatemouth Brown was coming 
(hrough Winnipeg. I don’t think 
intimidated» was how we felt but I 
do remember being a bit anxious 
and the band was a little nervous 
about maybe falling on our face. 

“We really learned the tunes he 
sent us and the funny thing was we 
didn’t do all of them. Gatemouth 
felt comfortable enough with us 
that he added other tunes and 
(rusted we'd be able to follow him, 
so that was sort of a compliment,” 
said Parkin earlier this week from 
his home in the ’Peg. 

Over the years Parkin has found 
himself leading bands for many 
visiting guest stars.

From what I hear he’s 
quite the entertainer as well,” con- 
cluded Parkin who will be setting 
foot inside the Yardbird Suite for 
the first time.

“The audience really gets involv- 
ed with the performances,” says 
JP5 guitarist Gerry-Jenn Wilson.

T raditional, by definition, usually 


means not tampering with a 

successful formula. So for a tra- 
ditional musician, especially one 
whose Star is on the ascent, to 
throw some non-traditional moves 
into a tried-and-true act sounds 
like a recipe for career suicide. 

Fiddling phenom Natalie Mac- 
Master has filled four albums and 
numerous concert halls with the 
music handed down to her by fam- 
ily tradition in Cape Breton, N. S. 
This year alone, her faithful ren- 
dering of the tunes that bespeak a 
Celtic heritage earned her an East 
Coast Music Award for best female 
artist and a Juno for best tradition- 
al album. But with her latest 
recording, In My Hands, MacMas- 
ter takes her destiny in her hands 
by using pop and world settings 
for her melodious island airs, jigs 
and reels. 

The secret of making it work, 
she says from a tour stop in 
London, Ont., is never losing 
respect for the tune itself — even 
when you're grafting an island reel 
to a Latin beat.

‘oh no, this is a really bad idea,’ 
and I didn’t know if it was rotten 
or good or what. So I wanted help, 
and I went to Amy Sky with it, and 
she contributed some lyrics and 
she actually made me feel like I] 
had something worthwhile. Then it 
came time for me to perform the 
piece to the music and I was like, 
‘OK, I'm not into this anymore’ — 
basically, fearing something I had 
never done before. If I had a fiddle 
in my hands I was fine. Anyway, I 
tried it, got through it, the record 
company ended up loving the pre- 
production of it so that gave me 
some more encouragement to 
keep going.” 

Radio has also caught on to the 
tune, giving MacMaster some of 
her first exposure on mainstream 
radio. It’s doubtful the exposure 
will end there, as MacMaster finds 
herself playing bigger and bigger 
rooms every time she hits the 
road. 

“It’s not necessarily that I prefer 
big audiences to small audiences,” 
she said. “It just goes to show the 
hard work is paying off and people 
are getting into the music.”

rom a glitzy hotel in Reno 
Pine he’s just played, acclaim- 

ed singer-songwriter Martin 
Sexton is having a flashback, a 
shard of personal memory dredged 
up from a past that belies the soul- 
deep roots sound his fans know 
him by. 

“I was walking down the casino, 
getting this sort of weird vibe — 
people just glued to their games — 
and in the midst of all these flash- 
ing lights and noise with bells and 
music, was this lounge band that 
looked like wax figurines. But they 
were real human beings, it was 
just wild, and it reminded me of 
some older d of mine when I 
used to sing in a lounge band. It 
was kind of spooky. 

“After high school, after my rock 
and roll band da: had to make a 
little cash, so I p' d in various 
lounge bands playing in bands and 
dance clubs in § suse (New 
York), and that’s how I got my 
chops singing, because I sang five 
sets a night, six nights a week. It 
was that '80s music — Tears for 
Fears, and A-ha and Huey Lewis 
and Chaka Khan. Some of it was 
cool, but a lot of it was Eurotrash- 
of-the-day, you know. I had the 
skinny tie and the pleated pants 
and the stupid haircut. I got back 
to my roots shortly after that peri- 
od — grew my sideburns back, let 
my hair get shaggy again.” 





Luckily, the vocal chops are all 
that remain of that benighted era 
of Sexton’s past. As his first major 
label relea The American, 
attests, the M shusetts-based 
artist now trades in American 
music, a melange of acoustic styles 
that span the map and the past 
several decades of his country's 
popular music. 

“First off, the song The Ameri- 
can is just me showing my appre- 
ciation and recognition of 
(America’s) excesses. I guess I’m 
trying to see beauty in it from the 
perspective of a guy who's been 
around it so many times and met 
so many different people. I'm not 
conservative by any means, but I 
think that tune is about how my 
mind is sort of evened out by the 
spectrum of America and its poli- 
tics and its culture and its places 
and its people. 

“And I chose to named the 
record that because the record is 
all about American music, it’s got a 
little slice of just about every 
genre of American music from jazz 
to soul music to gospel to rock 'n’ 
roll to folk.” 

The unifying factor that makes 
The American hang together as a 
collection of songs is Sexton's 
powerful and versatile voice which 
ean effortle y climb from a 
booze-soaked, juke-joint growl to a

facility with a guitar — he plays all 
the guitar and bass tracks on the 
album — allow him to range 
through a number of genres as 
though he had exclusively devoted 
himself to each.

n a world where more is better 

and faster is best, the music of 

Oscar Lopez is refreshing. 
simple, effusive, uncluttered, and 
rhythmically unpretentious. Oscar 
Lopez is also effusive, uncompli- 
cated, and unpretentious. This 
simple approach serves him well 
musically. He doesn’t turn his back 
on his musical heritage, Latin 
rhythms dominate most of the cuts 
on his latest CD, Seduction on 
Narada, a label he shares with the 
likes of Paco de Lucia, Strunz and 
Farah, and Jesse Cook. He com- 
mands a very formidable tech- 
nique, solidly grounded in flamen- 
co but not tied to traditional 
Spanish forms. He is also at home 
on electric and acoustic guitars. 

Any surprises? Yes — a good 
voice! 

“| just use my voice once in a 
while, an extension. Once in a 
while, when I feel like it, I just go 
for it, you know. I don’t pretend to 
be a singer.” 

Lopez’s music is decidedly 
romantic in nature with bright, 
clean, and accessible melodies. 
Thow 
clearly derivative, his delivery and 
arrangements are honest, simple 
and heartfelt. 

Not that he relies solely on his 
own talents. 

He unabashedly puts his guitar 
at the forefront of his arrange- 
ments but not at the expense of 
musical interest. 

The rest of his ensemble is 
allowed to speak often and elo- 
quently. His instrumentals are 
seated in a consistently solid musi- 
cal framework. 

From Santiago, Chile, he arrived 
in Canada in 1979. He spoke no 
English when he arrived, but as he 
puts it, “spoke the universal lan- 
guage — music.” 

He came to Winnipeg first, 
Where he lived for three years, 
paying his dues.

Danny Mack’s new CD proves he’s Alright Now

or any boomers wondering 
f whatever happened to Canadian 

subculture icon Danny Mack, 
his new album Alright Now will 
bring you up to speed in a heart- 
beat. This album chronicles the 
diverse and eclectic life of the man 
affectionately dubbed the Cosmic 
Cowboy. It’s a splendid singer/- 
songwriter debut from a man 
whose career has spanned over 
three decades and shows no signs 
of slowing down. 

Mack's music has appealed to 
generations of listeners; his musi- 
cal journey has taken him down a 
winding road of genres. There's 
been stops in R&B with his first 
band out of Vancouver in the ’60s, 
the rock of Danny Soul and the 
Banff Playboys, the psychedelia of 
the fondly remembered hippie 
band Hydro Electric Streetcar, and 
the country rock of Cement City 
Cowboys and Danny Mack and 
Alberta Crude, and Fireweed. 

The "90s have seen the emer- 
gence of Mack as an actor and pro- 
ducer, and this summer he reveal- 
ed himself in this stripped-down 
format of pure, organic music. “I’m 
powerless over the songs I write,” 
laughs Mack. *. . . the kind of song- 
writing I’m doing these days is 
come on, pull up a chair. . .” 

Which is exactly what you will 
want to do to get to know the man. 
The songs on Alright Now are 
pieces of Mack’s life, yet anyone 
with a sense of humor would be 
hard-pressed not to relate to his 
take on the human condition and 
the issues. The album appropriate- 
ly starts with Rock and Roll 
Dream, this will tell you where he 
comes from. J Got A Lot is an up 
song, with a superb chorus: “Times 
are hard, times are tough/ some 
people can’t seem to get 
enough/while other people’s dying 
out in street/ me, I got a lot.” 

What's The Matter is the 
record's relationship song, with 
more great lyrics: “I took a com- 
munication course so I could talk 
to you... I thought I’d change 
myself so I didn’t blame you.” 

The Ex Files was written on the 
set of the X-Files TV show while 
Mack was a stand-in. “I was stand- 
ing there and somebody asked me 
what I was doing. I told them I was 
writing a song,” says Mack. “David 
Duchovny overheard and he 
thought it was a great idea, and he 
gave me some ideas for lyrics 
(which didn’t make into the song). 
You know, I should have gotten 
them to film a video for the tune. . 
. oh, those missed opportunities of 
life.” 

There’s melancholy bitterness of 
You Can't Be Trusted, then things 
lighten up with the jab of Just 


_ Good Looking, which tells its tale

But while not educational in the

I hear ya. Last time I moved in 
with someone it lasted a month 
That’s probably why I'm a little 
leery of the concept now. In ou 
case, we moved in together way 
too soon. It was a huge mistak« 
We didn’t know each other at all 

“When you decide to live togeth- 
er too soon, two ‘false’ selves 
move in together,” writes Rebecca 
Cutter in her book When 
Opposites Attract 
(Plume/Penguin). “The true selves 
haven’t come out yet, been uncov- 
ered, discovered, understood. 
When they come out — and noth- 
ing like living together to speed 
the process — it’s a rude awaken- 
ing and often we haven't devel- 
oped the equipment to deal with it. 
And there’s no going home to 
think things over by yourself.” 

I think that’s why so many of us 
have to maintain a super-casual 
attitude about moving in together. 
If you make too big a deal about it, 
it’s like openly admitting that you 
want this relationship to actually 
work.
